The gov- 
ernor went ?«> great lengths to enlighten 
the people and to show them that many 
economies could be effected that would 
permit reduced taxes. In the end he had 
public opinion overwhelmyigly with him 
and the legislature was forced to bow xo 
his demands. The samo kind of a fight

FREE VICE PRESIDENTS 


If a vice president becomes president 


he is entitled to live his own life and per- 
form along the line of his own program. 
Thnt is the notion of Vice President-elect 
Charles G. Dawcs, who has declined to 
put his head in the noose of cabinet par- 
ticipation. 


"When President Harding asked Mr. 


Coolidgo to sit in his cabinet it was 
thought he had established a precedent 
for all time, based on the theory that the 
vice president needed training in the-con- 
duct and business of the government. 
Possibly the fact that the public never 
considered the effect upon the indepen- 
dence of the vice president was due prin- 
cipally to the immediate personalities. 
"Wo did not know Calvin Coolidge as we 
do now. There was a general impression 
that if Coolidge became president he 
would need all the experience that he 
could possibly muster. 
The glamor of 


the Harding charm was still upon us. 


Now that Mr.' Dawes has declined to 


carry on the precedent an afterthought 
arises that perhaps it is always unwise to 
identify the ticket's second man too close- 
ly with the first. Mr. Coolidge was more 
irrevocably tied to the Harding policies 
than he needed to have been if he had 
stayed out of the cabinet. 
Democratic 


newspapers have been particularly per- 
sistent in their repetition of the phrase: 
"He sat in the cabinet at the time." The 
time, for instance, of the oil lease de- 
cisions, in which the vice president had 
about as much to say as the doorman, 
and in the nature of things knew no 
more of the inside procedure than that 
functionary. Coolidge's invitation to the 
Harding cabinet was not to be a vigilante 
and paulpry into the complicated tech- 
nique of departmental decisions, btrt to 
be a student. 


If Mr. Harding had lived. Mr. Coo- 


lidge would in all probability have been 
a wholly minor factor by this time. He 
might not even have been re-elected vice 
president, an office for - whose presiding 
duties he was not welLfitted. He would 
have been decidedly an appendage of the 
larger administration, and his attendance 
as one of the cabinet would have bound 
him definitely to its chariot. ' 


"We are inclined to agree with Mr. 


Dawes—as Mr. Coolidge does—that it is a 
bad precedent to assume that \he vice •>. 
president should be as completely identi- 
fied with tiie party leader as Mr. Coolidge 
was. The vice president is subordinated 
too much even as matters stand. Let him 
be a free lance, an imponderable, a factor 
to be guessed at and worried about a lit- 
tle, and he will not only enjoy the vice 
presidency a little more but will be in a 
position to stand on his own feet in case 
of emergency.

VAIUCOSIS. 


Dr.«. Robert F. Barber and Faud I. Shatara. sur- 


geons in. Long Island College hospital, havo observ- 
ed that when by operation tho blood' has been 
shunted from tho dllatwl or swollen (varicose) su- 
perficial veins, say of tho leg Into other channels 
of which tho deep veins of tho leg arc tho Import- 
ant part, these deeper veins never fall to handle the 
augmented blood stream adequately. "They have 
noticed also that when they havo followed varicose 
volns to tho deep fascia or membranes wrapping 
and split the fascia at tho point of perforation by 
tho vein, thero is always an immediate difference— 
the calibre of tho vessel beyond or within the fascia 
being normal, tho swelling, dilation or varlcosity 
being limited to that portion of the vein outside of 
the fascia..and near'the surface. 


Through careful dissection studies Dr. Shatara 


has found that tho present conception of valves in 
the veins is not qulto accurate. It has been the 
ceneral belief of physicians that the valves in the 
veins prevent the blood from backing up 
in 


the veins and help it to pass toward the heart. In 
tho great vein (saphenous) which passes down the 
inner front aspect of thigh and leg close under the 
skin and Is usually the one most involved in varo- 
cosis, thero are some eight or ten of these valves. 
But Dr. Sahatara finds thnt these valves are so 
placed that blood readily flows from the deeper into 
the superficial veins through the'perforating veins, 


that, contrary to tho established belief, the per- 


forating veins serve as a spillway for the t deep 
veins, relieving the tension in the deep veins during 
muscular effort. But by means of special measure- 
ments of the pressure or tension within normal and 
varicose veins Drs. Barber and Sahatara havo pret- 
ty thoroughly proved that incompetence of 
the 


vein valves is not the cause of the dilation or swell- 
ing of tho veins .and that there is no'actual back- 


w of the blood in varicose veins. Reversed cir- 


culation does not occur. The vein valves do not be- 
come incompetent (that is, fail_to prevent back pres- 
sure) until tho veins have been dilated for some 
time. 


Tho deeply placed veins in the thigh and leg have 


setter musculnr support that the superficial veins. 
The muscle and fascia around the vein is compara- 
ble to the shoe around the Inner tube of the auto- 
mobile tire. 


The only important function of the valves in the 


veins, then, is to oppose the back pressure during 
muscular effort. If the valves are competent, mus- 
cular effort rather improves the circulation and 
opposes any tendency toward varicosls. If the veins 
are already swollen or dilated enough to render the 
valves incompetent, then any considerable muscu- 
lar effort may aggravate the trouble. 


This brings us back to a principle which I have 


taught and which many persons subject to mild 
varicosis have adopted with benefit. A reasonable 
amount of exercise every day prevents varicosis. 
and a reasonable amount of exercise ever}" ''av 
should be taken by persons in the early stage of the 
varicose disease.

WARMED OVER MJEALS 


Most of us of today know about 


King Arthur and his "table round" 
from Tennyson's "Idylls of the King." 
Wo read and studied them in school 
and perhaps committed parts of them 
to memory. The scene in which Ar- 
thur dies and bids Sir Bedivero to 
throw his sword Excalibur "far Into 
tho middle meer" has often been a 
favorite "speaking piece" and perhaps 
it still is'that today in the schools. 
And then whole gallery of knights 
and lovely women—Arthur, Lancelot, 
Elaine, Guenevcre ^and tho others—we 
known through tho pages of Tenny- 
son's graceful and often eloquent ser- 
ies. 


But how did the people before Ten- 


nyson know them? When the name of 
King: Arthur was mentioned to them 
or the name of Lancelot or of Guen- 
evero, did they have tho same mental 
picture that we get when any of these 
names arc mentioned today? 


THEVRE "FIXED UP" 


'Very likely not. All these knights 


and ladles who have formed tho sub- 
ject of English poetry for centuries 
come to us filtered through the mind 
of Alfred Tennyson. 
Ho has, so to 


speak, "fixed" them for us, he inter- 
prets them to us and wo will prob- 
ably consciously or unconsciously ac- 
cept his estimates of them until some 
other writer greater than Tennyson 
comes and reinterprets them. 


At ono time, bcfoic lie choso the 


subject of tho revolt of tho angels 
and the fall of man described in "Par- 
adise Lost." Milton planned to write 
a great epic on tho subject of King 
Arthur and his round table. If Mil- 
ton had carried out that plun. we 
would probably not have had "Para- 
dlso Lost." but instead we would have 
had his interpretation of tho Arthur- 
ian legends. In that caso it is also

extremely unlikely that 
Tennyson 


would have chosen this subject. 


It Is rather interesting to speculate 


what Hilton would have made of it. 
Undoubtedly it would have been radi- 
cally different from Tennyson's treat- 
ment. Kor no matter how charming 
tho poems In "Tho Idylls of the King" 
are. their total effect is that of their 
beins: warmed over meals. They are 
moving and eloquent, highly polished, 
they read well, they may even be call- 
ed great poetry although some would 
dispute this; 
But they are an ex- 


ample of rough-hewn, material com- 
pressed in a polito mould of a softer 
age. Tennyson, in spite of everything, 
always Indefinably gives the effect of 
being clustered around tho figure of 
Arthur come "down to us through the 
somewhat finical mind ot Tennyson. 


TWO ARTHURS 


Tho Arthur of Tennyson and tho 


Arthur of tho romances and stories ot 
the middle ages arc two entirely dif- 
ferent persons. In the "Idylls of ths 
King" Arthur-is a-moro or less polite 
and hlghmindcd nineteenth^ century 
person. His ethical ideas arc tho eth- 
ical ideas of the Victorian era. 
He 


acts and talks and feels the way Ten- 
nyson himself or any other gentleman 
of his day and age would have acted 
and talked and felt. The outward ac- 
couterments of the age of chivalry 
are preserved but that is of little im- 
portance. 
In all the essentials the 


characters In "The Idylls of the King" 
are nineteenth century people. 


But what of the reality, of the fig- 


ures to v.-hich Tennyson went for his 
material? Of tho historical Arthur, it 
thero was ono, we know nothing def- 
inite, but of the legendary Arthur and 
his knights we know that they were 
far greater "roughnecks" than Ten- 
nyson makes them out to be. Their 
ideas 'vere Uio ideas of tho 
middle 


ages and many of tho things they did 
and said would havo ma«!o tho correct 
Tennyson 
feel 
extremely 
uneasy. 


They were not exactly lily-fingered 
and their oaths had a robustness that 
would havo made them sound 
ex- 


tremely strange In. tho pages of Ten- 
nyson. 
Thoro are innumerable Arthurian 


legends but tho handiest way to get 
thoir flavor is to read tho compilation 
made by Mallory. He named his book 
"Morte d'Arthur." It is •written in 
prose and-it has much of tho verbos- 
ity that was characteristic of tho age. 
But it Is entertaining reading; the 
genuine flavor of tho middle ages is 
there, and you get the legends undi- 
luted by the ladylike mind of Tenny- 
son.

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Floating Power Station to Con- 


vert Power of Breakers

SlocUliolni—How to harness the sea- 


waves for industrial work, one of the 
oldest problems In the world has been 
Milved. according to the claim of a 
Swedish engineer. Lieutenant Sven H. 
Lutulberg. of the government road and 
waterway construction corps, who has 
applied for patent rights on a huge 
mechanism, devised by him. which 
mlsht be characterized ns a floating 
power station. 


The Lundbers: Invention not 
only 


produces power automatically froih 
the action of the waves, but by means 
of turbine driven dynamos can convert 
this power into electricity. It consists 
basically of a raft about 600 feet long 
and 300 feet v.-lde. which is so affect- 
ed by the raising and falling of the sea 
that It utilizes about 60 per cent of the 
dynamic energy actually contained In 
a wave. It Is not at present possible 
to give details of construction, but ex- 
periments already made with a small- 
sized apparatus prove, according to 
the inventor, that a single wave five 
fe°t hich can deliver 2.TOO horse pow- 
er to the station, and that the avail- 
able power increases at a more rapid 
rate than the height of the wave, so 
that, for example, a ten-foot wave can 
deliver 15,200 horse power. 


Mr. Lundberg declares that floating 


power rafts of this typo are so steady 
that production plants could be built 
on top of them, and that they •would 


_ be ideal for factories that develop soda 
' and chemical fertilizers out of air and 


•water. He makes also the startling 
claim that an adaption of the inven- 
tion can be made for ships so that 
enough power, taken from a. moderate 
sea. could be conveyed to the propeller 
fhaft to drive an average freighter at 
the normal speed derived from steam.
